It is high time for people to become 
wide. awake about the doctrine of the 
Bible and having their experience to 
measure up to it. If they should: 
neglect this matter and wake up when 
it is. too late it will be all the worse 
for them. ; ; 

There are many and varied experi-' 
ences marked out in the Bible, but ' 
no matter wilat the experience of a, 
person, he should never lose sight of | 
justification. This is an essential doc- 
trine all the way through the Chris-. 
tian life, and should be cherished and 
honored by every lover of Jesus. 


Some may think that justification 
is of little worth, but it is evident that 
if one is not justified by the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ he is not in a! 
condition to enter heaven. Paul says, 
“For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God; being justified 
freely By his grace through the re’ 
demption that is in Jesus Christ.” 
(Rom. 3:23, 24) He makes this still 
clearer when he writes to Titus and 
tells him something of the love of God 
toward men. “But after that the kind- 
ness and love of God our Savior to- 
ward man appeared, not by works of 
righteousness, which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he saved 
us, by the washing of regeneration, 
and renewing of the Holy Ghost;' 
which he shed on us abundantly 
through Jesus Christ our Savior; that 
being justified by his grace, we should 
be made heirs according to the hope 
of eternal life.” (Titus 3:4-7) 

In the light of the above Scriptures 
we conclude that justification is an im- 
portant Bible doctrine, and is an ex-' 


perience without which we would fall- 
into the condemnation described by 
Paul in a previous verse. In _ this’ 
verse Paul describes our condition be- 
fore we are justified. He says, “For 
we ourselves also were sometimes 
foolish, disobedient, deceived, serving 
divers lusts and pleasures, living in 
malice and envy, hateful, and hating 
one another.” (Titus 3:3) This is a 
brief descriptien of a person that has 
not reached the experience of justi- 
fication. 


I want what I am going to say to- 
night to count for -what_it is worth. I 
am going to lay down all rules of 
speaking and try ‘to get as close to my 
loved ones as I can and do them as 
Much good as possible. While I am 
dealing with the doctrine that holds I 
want every one of you to notice care- 
fully as we proceed. It may seem 
little close, but we are all anxious to 
measure perfectly to God’s” standard 
of religion, 


The first thought to which I wish 
to call attention is the fact that those 
who are not justified are disobedient. 
Paul says, “We ourselves were * * * 
disobedient” before we were justified 
by His grace. If disobedience is a 
mark that shows one has not been 
justified, it is none the less a mark 
which shows that one is not justified 
at the time of disobedience even after 
he -has once been justified. - In other 
words, when one has been converted 
jAnd has beeome a child of God, if he 
becomes disobedient he forfeits his ex- 
perience of justification. This same 
analogy applies in any experience in 
the Christian graces. One may be 
sanctified and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and fire, and if he wilfully dis- 
obeys God in some manner he drops 
below. justification—he is not then 
justified. In reference to this Paul 
adds, “This is a faithful saying, and 
these things I will that thou affirm 
constantly, that they which have be- 
lieved in God might be careful to 
maintain good ~ works.” (Titus 3:8) 
And it is evident that Paul meant that 
to disobey would cause one to drop be- 
low justification, thus he exhorts us to 
maintain good works. Of course this 
means obedience. 


Here is the cause of some losing 
their victory and good experience they 
once enjoyed without entering. into 
some outward or open sin like going 
to picture shows, or using tobacco, or 
stealing, or lying, or other like things. 
They have only failed to obey or do 
something that God’s Word says they 
should do. 
feet when opportunity was given, some 
have failed to attend public worship; 
some have neglected their family wor- 
ship, some have failed to pay tithes 
when the light came, some have failed 
to comply with the rules and orders of 
the Assembly, or deliberately refused 
to obey them that were watching for 
their souls.

And this responsibility is not only up- 
on the one that is deceived, but upon 
the deceiver also. This is a time 
when deception is running rampant 
over the earth. It is a mark of the 
last days. “But evil men and se 
ducers shall wax worse and worse,” 
says Paul, deceiving and being deceiv- 
ed.” No, if being deceived is one mark 
to show that one is not justified, how

5:9) Paul also shows that the 
raising of Jesus from the dead was in- 
chided in our justification. Jesus 
“was delivered for our offences, and 
was raised again for our justification.” 
(Rom. 4:25.)

This matter of deception is a serious 
one, and it comes in connection with 
our subject, “The Doctrine That 
Holds,” because Paul shows that those 
who are deceived are not justified, no 


and honored for its worth. We have to; 
be justified to be saved from our sins 
(Acts 13:39; Rom. 3:23, 24), and have’ 
to be justified in order to retain the 
experience of sanctification and the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 

When the experience is defined it 
makes it clear that it takes justifica- 
tion to make a person acceptable with 
God. We quote Webster as authority 
for the meaning of English words. Jus- 
tification: “The act of acceptance of 
a man by God as justified by the mer- 
its of Jesus Christ, on the ground of 
faith and repentance.”When one meets 
the conditions of repentance that God 
requires and his sins are forgiven, 
then. he is justified before God through 
Christ’s own merits; but if he disobeys 
and commits sin again, or breaks God’s 
laws either in his own knowledge or 
by being deceived in some manner he 
ceases to be justified. 

This is‘indeed a close way, but to! 
those who are sincere, honest, and de- 
termined to follow God’s Bible, it does 
not seem too close, nor is there much 
danger of this class falling into error 
and losing . their experience. It is. of 
the utmost importance that you stick 
to the doctrine that holds for without 
it hell is your doom. 


I am always anxious for people to, 
know the truth so-they will not be! 


May be. Paul gives extended warn- 
ings about deception. I will give a 
few passages: “Let no man deceive 
himself.” (1 Cor. 3:18) This shows the 
danger of one living to himself. It is 
better to have counsel. “Be ye doers 
of the word and not hearers only, de- 
ceiving your own selves.” (Jas. 1:22) 
To have the Word read and expounded 
to one and then not obey its teachings, 
means that he deceives himself, and if 


It is evident that some people who 
were once good justified Christians 
are not justified now because they 
have been hearers of the Word on cer- 
tain points and not doers.

Think of 350 vio- 
lins, 300 guitars, 200 mandolins, 100 
banjos, 25 tambourines, 25 triangles 
playing Glory Bound. Think of a 
thousand hands touching the strings 
with an inspiration that is heavenly 
with several drums beating softly to 
keep time; think of the whole Audi- 
torium being filled with this music, 
then as the last chord is being struck, 
several hundred brass band instru- 
ments will fairly revel the air with, 
I'll Be No Stranger There. Oh, let us 


fill the world with music. Already it 


is a recognized fact that the Church 
of God people are a singing people. 
Let it be a fact that we are a people 
that can handle the hzrp or any kind 
of an instrument that sounds by air 
pressure. 

When I got back from the Assem- 
bly to Williston, our home church, I 
began to stir our people up about it 
and while only a few so far have in- 
struments, they are getting them as 
fast as they are able, yet the Lord 
is blessing and they are making won- 
derful progress. Last Sunday P. M.. 
they met to practice (outsiders came 
early to listen) and while they were 
playing the last tune, the power fell, 
some of them dropped their string in- 
struments to shout God’s praises. In 
fact, there was a general shouting 
time, fire was handled and in the midst 
of the shouting one girl was saved and 
another who had been seeking for 
some time was sanctified. 

I am glad to report that we are 
moving on. To God be all the praise.

Report from China 


Dear Brother Tomlinson, and 
All_ the Saints,—Greeting to 
Allin the Name of Jesus, our 
Risen Lord: 

Ialways enjoy the Evangel, 
and if it is late in arriving, I get 
real hungry for it. Praise God 
forever! How I would love to 
meet with you dear ones at the 
Assembly this year—may the 
dear Lord make it possible, for 
I.think missionaries often get 
dry and need to getin good 
meetings and listen to others 
preach’ pecasionally. Pray for us, 
that the spring of living water 
shall continually flow out to 
these thirsty souls. 

I am sending to Brother Tom- 
linson by this mail a package of 
incense. We went into a heath- 
en home to pray for a sick wo- 
man, who had been treated by 
doctors, but was still sick. I 
told them they must destroy 
their idol worship, so they did 
and the woman confessed her 
sins, and God biessedly met us 
in prayer. This is a new pack- 
age of incense and the hus- 
band’s idea was to give it toa 
neighbor, but I explained to him 
that he could not even do that, 
so I asked him to let me have it. 


relatives home to pass the old 
year with them. Food is served 
on a table for the dead mem- 
bers of the family and sticks of 
incense stuck on incense fat and 
lighted, then placed on the table 
among the food where it burns 
away slowly. Also they visit 
the various idol tempies and 
burn incense in a similar man- 
ner before the hideous Gods of 
dirt, wood and stone. There is 
much shooting of fire crackers 
during the night, and for many 
days at the beginning of a New 
Year. This is to frighten away 
the evil spirits. In fact, the 
“China New Year,” to the Chi- 
nese is‘ really our Fourth of Ju- 
ly, Christmas, Thanksgiving, 
New Year, and birthday, all in 
one. They all look forward to 
it with great anticipation and 
at that time much time and 
money is spent in their idola- 
trous worship. Even the poor- 
est families who keep a picture 
of an awfully ugiy God in their 
kitchen by their stove, must 
tear up this old one and ge. a 
new onethen. They greatly 
fear to displease these gods. Al- 
so before the New Year they 
must all pay up their accounts 
as they say they cannot pass the 
old year out until all their ac-: 
counts are paid. For days the 
stores are closed and all business 
is suspended. There is much 
feasting and drinking, also vis- 
iting among friends and ex- 
change of the season’s greet- 
ings. All members of the fam- 
ily endeavor by all means to re- 
turn to their homes to pass the 
old year. Also it is at this time) 
that every body in China has a 
birthday, regardless as to when 
a person is born. They are a 
year older on that day. For ex- 
ample, our baby was two years 
old the ninth of this month, but 
the first day of the Chinese New 
Year he will be considered four 
years old. They usually know; 
when they were born, and when! 
their birthday comes, but they, 
don’t celebrate it until the New. 
Year. They count every year! 
you touch. Also nowis the 
time of testing for the young 
Christians for it requires real 
grace in the Chinese heart to 
break away from their old cus- 
toms , and of course they are 
criticised and many of them per- 
secuted if they don’t celebrate 
the New Year. Regardless of 
what they may do during the 
year, they must come home and 
partake with their family in ail 
these festivities at the New Year. 
I hope to be real busy these 
coming days, trying to 
get the new Christians rooted 
and grounded in the truth be- 
fore the New Year. Oh, the 
power of the Word of God, and 
truly the truth sets them free. 
Praise God forever! They have 
no hope outside of Jesus. 

We’ have a nice prosperous 
Mission here in Tsinaufu, China, 
which opened about four months 
ago. There are rooms in the 
back where a native preacher 
and his. wife and children live. 
Itis in a crowded district and 
we always have good crowds to 
attend the services. There are 
Chinese inns near. There is 
much traveling on this street so 
we reach many people. We feel 
that this is a fine location in- 
deed. 

We have about seventy or 
eighty children in attendance at 
the Sunday-schooi and they 
have learned to behave well. It 
is blessed to hear them sing the 
songs of praise to Jesus. Halle- 
lujah! There are about’ ten 
grown people who have left 
their false Gods to follow the 
“True God,” also some children. 

I want to be careful in count- 
ing them for it is not all who 
come to the altar that are sav- 
ed. Some of them we never 
see again, but we trust that they 
will get through to a real ex- 
perience, and hope to meet 
them on the other shore. We
